Dr. Middleton indicated that 
this air sampling provides am- 
|ple proof that the principal 
; source of flourides in the air 
of San Bernardino valley are 
from the steel plant in Fon- 
tana. He reported that figures 
|of the steel company as to the 
amount of flourides released 
|from the steel mill is of suf- 
|ficient quantity to have the 
measured effect over the val- 
| ley. 

Effects of the flouride gas- 
es on citrus and other area 
crops (grapes) have been as- 
certained by the University of 


California researchers, who 
have used a method of con- 
trolled fumigation. Sets of 
trees have been planted in 
;two green houses, with one 
greenhous fumigated with the 
hydrogen flourides while the 


| trees in the second house were 
provided with air from which 
| the flourides had been remov- 
ed. The fumigated trees have 
proved conclusively the ad- 
| verse effects of the flouride 
gases in the air, with trees 
under going four months of con- 
tinuous fumigation showing 
|less vigorous growth, the 
leaves being 20 per cent smal- 


ler, often yellowed, and _ in- 
variably dropping early leav- 
| ing thin-foliaged shoots. Ex- 
| periments over longer periods 


| of time revealed basically the 
| same injury ta the citrus trees. 


| Area Crop Damages 


The researchers have found 
|the same symptoms in citrus 
of the Etiwanda, Rialto and 
| Bloomington areas as those 
{found in the trees under con- 


trolled fumigation. The tree 
injury is called ‘‘zine deficien-

cy’, Dr. Middleton said, but 
added that spraying with a 
zinc preparation does not rem- 
edy the situation. 

As to the affect of air con- 
taminants on other area crops, 
Dr. Middleton told how grapé 
leaves turn red-brown and 
then dry up (a visable flouride 
affect not found in citrus), 
how romaine lettuce in the 
leaves are browned from ozone 
and other smog, how area 
homeowners’ African Violets 
suffer, with smog turning 
leaves yellow on top and col- 
lapsing the tissue on the un- 
derside of the leaves; sugar 
beet leaves show a silvering 
and glazing of leaves after se- 
vere smog; sizes of roses are 
reduced, and sepals on orchid 
blossoms dry up prematurely 
cutting short the life of the 
orchid. 


Kaiser Controls Dust 


Despite his facts showing 
Kaiser Steel as the central 
core of the air-borne flouride 
pollutants, Dr. Middleton said, 
“Kaiser Steel has done one of 
the better public relations jobs 
nationwide in letting the peo- 
ple of this area know’ what 
they (the steel company) are 
doing in preventing industrial 
dust. .... and they are doing 
a fabulous job in this respect. 

. but they have not gotten 
around to controlling the flou- 
rine.” 

The other major air pollu- 
tants listed by Dr. Middleton 
are sulphur dioxide, well-con- 
trolled in this area by engineer- 
ing devices at Kaiser Steel and 
other industries; ethylene, 
which results from the burn- 
ing of any organic fuel and is 
largely attributed to diesel 
trucks and automobiles as well 
as home incinerators and op- 
en dump burning; ozone, anoth- 
er unseen gas resulting from 
the hot combustion of burning 
matérials in the presence of 
air and another major damag- 
ing agent to plants of this ar- 
ea; and oxides of nitrogen, a 
highly reactive organic ma- 
terial with a high oxygen con- 
tent (a concentrated 0 zone) 
with an even greater affect 
on plants (crops and petunias).
